Very many standards of lubrication have of 
late years been placed before the public—some 
very good, some very misleading, some so tnea- 
gre as to be valueless, some so elaborate as to be 
practically useless. I think that the following 
list embraces all the properties which for our 
purpose require to be considered, and is so sim- 
ple as to be intelligible to anyone who has to do 
with machinery, and sufficient to exclude bad or 
dangerous oils, and to secure good oils for any- 
one who will be guided by it : 

Flash and firing points. 

Chemical action on metals. 

Tendency to oxidize. 

Body. 

Boiling point, which regulates evaporation and 
durability. 

Freezing point. 

You may remark that from my standard I 
have omitted one property which is popularly 
regarded as of much importance in determining 
the value of oil. I refer to specific gravity, which 
in my estimation has no more to do with the lu- 
bricating power of an oil than have the phases of 
the moon, To satisfy you, however, that I am 
not wrong in refusing to regard specific gravity 
as an indication of the value of a lubricating oil, 
let me again refer you to Table 1, on which you 
will find—water, 1000° ; resin oil, 990° ; castor, 
960°, and sperm, 880°. On the specific gravity 
_resin oil as 






with which, I presume, you do not agree. 

Reverting now to the properties which I sub- 
mit as traly determining the value of lubricat- 
ing oil, we find : 

1. Flash and Firing Point.—It is almost un- 

necessary for me to say that these points are of 
no practical importance in connection with ani- 
mal or vegetable oils ; but, in view of the exten- 
sive and increasing use of mineral oil, both pure 
and blended with other oils, these points demand 
the most careful consideration of oil users and 
insurance companies, and of all who are in any 
way interested in or responsible for the preser- 
vation of life and property, I think that oil con- 
sumers should, for their own security, insist 
upon some guarantee of the safety in these re- 
spects for the oils they use ; and, taking into 
account the conditions to which these oils are 
subjected, I would suggest that these points 
should be : 
For machinery oil, flashing point not under .350° Fahr, 
For cylinder oil, flashing point not under. .500° Fahr. 
Points which in both cases would secure perfect 
safety, without unduly limiting the area from 
which supplies of these oils can be drawn. If 
evidence of the importance of this precaution be 
needed, I may add that I have tested one sample 
of oil offered for which lubrication flashed at 
the ordinary temperature of the atmosphere, 
and I have seen several samples which gave off 
inflammable vapor at 150° to 200°. 

2. Chemical Action of Oils upon Metals.—The 
desirability and the difficulty of obtaining neu- 
tral oils must be well known. This acidity is of 
various origins. Sometimes it is found in the 
form of natural free acid in fats and oils. Some- 
times it proceeds from traces of the acid which 
has been used in refining the oil; and it is worthy 
of remark that, while the natural acidity of ani- 
mal and vegetable oils can in whole or part be 
overcome by chemical treatment, their com- 
position is such that by age or under certain 
conditions of temperature and friction their 
latent acidity is developed. But from whatever 
cause the acidity proceeds, it is in every case 
and under all circumstances attended with dan- 
ger to the machinery with which it comes into 
contact. Well refined mineral oils are entirely 
free from this objection, aniit is one of the ad- 
vantages which they offer to oil users that 
though they cannot chemically neutralize the 
acidity which may be present in animal or vege- 
table oils, they practically do'so by reducing its 
percentage ard by keeping machinery clean. 

3. Oxidation.—That as the tendency of nearly 
all oils to absorb oxygen from the atmosphere, 
constitutes one of the chief sources of trouble 
and danger in connection with the use of all veg- 
etable and some animal oils. Oils are divisible 
into two principal classes ; Oils which oxidize or 
dry on exposure to the atmosphere, and oils 
which do not. The former, commonly called 
**drying oils,” are used for painting; the latter, 
or non-drying oils, are used for lubrication.

Almost all vegetable oils belong to the former 
class, of which linseed oil is the type, but some 
of them, in which the drying tendency is low, 
though still present, no matter how well refined 
—notably olive, rape and castor oils—are used 
for lubricating. Animal oils, such as tallow, 
lard and neatsfoot oils, do not dry, and are 
therefore in this respect typical lubricants. All 
fish oils belong to the drying class, although in 
the case of sperm oil the drying tendency is low, 
and its connection with this case remote. Hy- 
drocarbon oils, of which mineral oil is the lead- 
ing example, are absolutely free from any ten- 
dency to oxidize or dry; and it has been found 
and proven, over and over again, by eminent 
chemists who have investigated the matter, that 
the admixture of a small percentage of mineral 
oil, even with an oil of high oxidizing tendency, 
entirely neutralizes that property.

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for Assorting Wood 
Pulp. 





Machinery 





The disadvantages attendant upon methods 
heretofore in vogue for separating the coarser 
from the finer fibres in the production of wood 
pulp have led to the construc- 
tion of the apparatus of which 
an illustration is given. The de- 
fects of the various methods gen- 
erally applied to the sorting of 
the fibre are said to be overcome 
in this instance by a combination 
of a helicoidal fan, with a sta- 
tionary or revolving vertical 
screen-drum, with exchangeable 

pierced with cir- 
cular or slotted openings. There 
are other details which enter into 
the combination to perfect its 
working. The machine is based 
on_ the centrifugal principle, and 
is described as follows : 

Inside of a vertical screen- 
drum, being made stationary or 
revolving in either sense, a heli- 
coidal fan mounted on a vertical 
shaft is made to revolve rapidly, 
throwing the pulp fed through a 
funnel-shaped inlet at the top 
of the drum against the inner 
walls of the screen, imparting 
to all particles a strong cen- 
trifugal motion, which causes the 
pulp to spread in a uniform film 
all over the inside of the screen, 
allowing the watery substance to 
pass through the holes, but the 
coarse material to remain inside 
and to drop to the bottom of the 
drum, thus separating the pulp according to 
length of fibres. The screen-drum is placed inside 
of a castiron tank of larger diameter,so as to have 
an annular chamber between the screen and 
tank, wherein a number of water-jets per- 
form rinsing duty, which surplus water, to- 
gether with’ the sifted material, is carried off 
through an outlet at the bottom. The cast-iron 
tank, having at its top a series of guide-rollers 
for keeping the screen-drum in a central posi- 
tion, has bolted or cast to its bottom plate, right 
underneath the screen-drum, an annular cham- 
ber with an outlet for the coarse material. By 
this arrangement the capacity of one machine is 
greatly increased, and therefore a considerable 
saving of floor space, driving machinery, and 
power is obtained. Besides, owing to the strong 
centrifugal motion imparted to all particles, the 
pulp is spread in a uniform film over the whole 
screen, thus giving an even and perfect sifting 
process by straining all the whole of the screen 
to the same amount. 


In Figure 1 a vertical section on the centre line 
is given; in Fig. 2, two horizontal half-sections 
on lines 1, 2 and 3, 4; in Fig. 3, a side elevation, 
and in Fig. 4a plan. The details are as follows: 
rr represent a cast-iron cylinder with a bottom 
plate, a, the whole forming the main body of 
the machine. In the bottom plate a bearing, d, 
for the fan-shaft b is provided, this bearing car- 
rying in a cup the lower hub, g, of the screen- 
drum h, together with the face-plate g’, this face- 
plate having large holes to prevent any accu- 
mulation of pulp inside of the screens h. Inside 
of the cylinder on top of the bottom plate a 
cast-iron piece, forming an annular chamber, w, 
is solidly bolted or cast on, corresponding in di- 
ameter with the screen-drum, and being placed 
next underneath it, so as to receive all pulp 
dropped through the holes of the face-plate and 
delivering it through the outlet w’. The upper 
face plate, i, of the screen-drum is provided at 
its centre with a funnel-shaped inlet, k, wherein 
the top bearing, e, for the fan-shaft is arranged, 
solidly connected with the face-plate i, the inlet k 
delivering the pulp to be sifted into the interior 
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of the screen-drum, which is made stationary or | William Barber & Brothers are the proprietors. 
revolving in either sense, with exchangeable | The connection of these gentlemen with the 


screens or sieves having circular or slotted holes 
of the size best suited for the material to be 
sifted. The screen receives its motion through 
gear-wheel I, bolted or cast on top of the face- 
plate i, working into gear-wheels gq and p on 
shaft o, this shaft being driven by belts on 
pulleys n and m, pulley m placed on the fan- 
shaft, which is the driving-shaft of the machine. 
The screen-drum revolves independently on the 
shaft b, the hub g being fitted loosely to it, and 
the top face-plate, i, being guided by three or 
more guide-rollers, ¢, on brackets s, bolted to 
the top of the cylinder rr. Inside of the screen- 
drum h a helicoidal fan, f, with two or more 
blades, is mounted rigidly on the shaft b or 
driving-shaft, and made to revolve rapidly, re- 
ceiving motion from the belt on the pulley 2, 


| between the bearing d and c, the fan being 


made of about the same diameter as the inside 
diameter of the drum, leaving a small play 
and filling it to its whole height. The rela- 
tive diameter of the screen-drum h and cylinder 
ris made such as to form an annular chamber, 
v, between the drum and cylinder, into which 
chamber the pulp passed through the screen- 


trade dates from 1854, at which date they com- 
menced making paper out of rags, on a 36-inch 
cylinder machine. Their out-put then was about 
1,400 pounds per day. In 1858, they built a sec- 
ond mill, into which was put a 48-inch machine 
of the same kind, increasing their out-put to 11¢ 
tons per day. In 1861 they began to make news 
paper from straw ; but this was given up about 
1870, and the chemical pulp process introduced 
instead. Recent years, with their discoveries 
and improvements, have made a great change 
in the equipment and capacity of these mills. 
There are now, in place of the machines men- 
tioned above, a 66-inch and a 76-inch Fourdri- 
nier machine in the Georgetown mills, which 
enables the Messrs. Barber to turn out 5,500 
pounds, or nearly three tons of paper per day. 
They pay in wages about $450 per week and the 
yearly value of their make averages $130,000. 
All of the raw material used in their business is 
purchased in Canada, with the exception vf 
about $8,000 worth annually. 

The Canada Paper Company, which is a 
prominent and important concern, commenced 
business in 1872 by purchasing the business of

Whenever the pulp to be sifted is fed through 
the funnel-shaped inlet, it is caught by the rap- 
idly revolving fan and thrown against the inner 
walls of the screen-drum, which is made station- 
ary or to revolvein either sense, according to 
the desired fineness of work. The strong centrif- 
ugal motion imparted to the pulp causes it to 
spread in a uniform film all over the surface of 
the screen, where the coarse fibres are retained, 
and dropping to the bottom through the face- 
plate g’ into the annular space w, are led off 
through the outlet w’ ; but the fine and watery 
material, passing through the holes or slots of 
the screen h, flows to the bottom of the annular 
space between the screen-drum fh and cylinder r, 
and is washed off by the water-pipes u wu’, 
placed therein for rinsing purposes, Thus, the 
whole surface of the screen being made effec- 
tive, a large production per machine is possible, 
and, owing to the spreading out of the pulp ina 
uniform film, an even and perfect sifting is ef- 
fected.

The Paper Trade in Canada.

SOME OF THE LEADING MILLS. 

Among the most widely known and extensive 
is that of A. Buntin & Co., known as the Valley- 
field Paper Mills. The original mill was started 
at Valleyfield, in the Province of Quebec, about 
the year 1850, and at that time boasted but one 
Fourdrinier machine. Water-power is used. So 
greatly has the business of this firm extended 
that it now employs nearly three hundred hands, 
has three machines in constant use and turns out 
about 74¢ tons of paper per day. There are now 
one 84inch and two 60-inch Fourdriniers em- 
ployed, and twenty engines. Common news 
print paper was worth at that date, say 12}¢ 
cents per pound. 

Perhaps equally well known, in Western On 
tario, are the Georgetown Paper Mills, of which 





Quebec, who, for some years pre- 
viously, had done a very consid- 
erable trade in the manufacture 
and sale of paper. Since then the 
company has gone on steadily in- 
creasing, until at present the 
works include five paper-ma 
chines, kept constantly employed 
with a capacity for manufactur- 
ing ten to twelve tons per diem 
of the various grades of paper 
used in the country, be sides pur 
chasing the output of two other 
mills in coarse wrapping-paper, 
not made by the Canada Paper 
Company itself. The new mill 
of the company, “‘ Springvale,” 
situated at Windsor, Province 
of Quebec, is very completely 
equipped with two paper-ma- 
chines, one 62-inch and one 82- 
inch. The mill is provided with 
water and steam power, and 
furnished throughout with ma- 
chinery of the latest and best 
Fig” description. 

About twenty-two years ago 
John Riordon began to make 
and sell wrapping-papers in a 
modest way at Merritton, near 
St. Catherines, on the Welland 
canal. He prospered by dint ‘of 
industry and pluck, and pres- 
ently began to make news paper, 
enlarging the capacity of his premises from 
time to time. To-day the firm of which Charles 
Riordon 1s the managing partner, has two 
mills, whose united capacity is fully six tons 
of news print and two to three tons wrap- 
ping-paper per day. These mills are celebrated 
throughout the Dominion as the great source of 
supply for the daily press. The Messrs. Riordon 
have scored probably the greatest financial suc- 
cess of any paper maker in the Dominion. The 
mills contain one very large Fourdrinier ma- 
chine 90 inches in width, and one of 72 inches ; 
also one 68-inch cylinder. There are eleven 
500-lb. and four 800-lb. engines, and the mill is 
throughout a well-equipped and substantial, as 
well as an extensive structure; the motive 
power is water derived from the Welland canal, 
and the situation of the works is very conveni- 
ent for shipment by either rail or water. The 
firm has a pulp mill on the canal as well, and is 
an extensive maker of paper bags.

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Heat Saving Covers for Steam 
Pipes and Boilers.

With all first class engineers it is a prime 
object to cover up their boilers and steam sup- 
ply pipes with some more or less perfect non- 
conducting materia] that will retain the heat as 
much as possible in the steam. This should al- 
ways be sent from the boiler to the engine as 
hot, elastic and full of power and energy as 
possible, so that the full duty or power of the 
machinery will be obtained, rather than to allow 
it to become chilled and condensed, and cold and 
sobby after it has once been made. 

Steam is often shown to be 100 by the boiler 
gauge that is not more than 30 to 40 by the time 
it reaches the engine cylinder, and frequent 
tests of the latter by a steam gauge ought al- 
ways to be made to avoid this great and rad- 
ical evik The engine and boiler house ought 
to be as close and warm, and free from cold cur 


rents of air or wind as possible. It is vitally 
important that the engine should be close along- 
side of the steam generators, thus reducing 
chances of leakage and getting all the power 
there is in the machinery without any discount 
whatever any where. 

The boiler furnaces ought also to be built in 
the most substantial manner, and made and 
kept air tight as nearly as possible, being well 
clamped together with iron clamps and anchors, 
without any cracks or crevices for cold air to 
enter. They should be firmly bolted together, 
and kept in gocd order as long as they are in 
use. When this has been done, the upper por- 
tion of the boilers, if exposed above the furnace 
walls, and also the connecting steam-pipes, ought 
to be covered cver several inches in thickness 
with the best heat-preserving non-conducting 
material that can be obtained. This may be 
mineral wool, plaster-of-paris, paper pulp, kaolin 
or pipe clay, or fire clay, or various other sub- 
stances as experience may suggest and prefer. 

Nearly every neighborhood abounds in valu- 
able red and green fire-clays that may be ad- 
vantageously used for this purpose, and for 
furnace and cupola linings. Where they cannot 
be obtained coal and lime dealers generally have 
them for sale at very moderate prices. To use 
these clays, which are probably as available as 
any other material, equal parts of clay and 
sifted sawdust (the chips and rough pieces being 
taken out) are thoroughly mixed together dry, 
with one-sixteenth part of old juteor gunny- 
bag fibre, cut upinto short lengths of not more 
than two inches, well picked apart by hand. 
This, or pieces of old manilla rope or 
oakum, is used instead of hair, which 
is injured by the heat. Where everything can 
be kept perfectly dry mineral wool answers an 
excellent purpose, but it soon becomes worthless 
if kept moist and hot. After being thoroughly 
mixed while dry the whole is made plastic enough 
to be readily worked with as little water 
as can possibly be used, and a layer about an 
inch thick is placed around and over both pipes 
and boilers, which should be kept moderately 
warm but not hot enough to make steam against 
the metal under the covering, or it will be forced 
off by not adhering to the metal to he protected. 
When thoroughly dry—and the slower it dries 
the better it is, but in no less than twenty-four 
hours—another coat should be put on over the 
first about the same or a greater thickness. The 
first coat is occasionally slashed over with a 
trowel or knife when partially dry so the next 
one will adhere to it better. 

A barrel or two of this material ought always 
to be kept on hand in some dry, sheltered place, 
so as to be ready to make repairs that may be 
needed. The cement covering is as valuable 
when spread over the exposed portions of the 
boilers or connections as when applied to the 
pipes, and any injuries to the cement covering 
ought to be repaired as soon as discovered. 

Some clays require more cementing aid than 
others, and a proportion of plaster-of-paris is 
valuable in them all for this purpose. When 
first applied the action of the protecting cover 
should be closely watched, any deficiency or 
damage that may happen ought to be repaired 
as soon as possible. The prime object of any 
protection being to retain the heat in the steam 
which has once been obtained at much cost and 
labor, the necessity for using such cement cov- 
ers ought to be evident to all steam users. But, 
as a general rule, very little attention is paid to 
using these at all, or to keeping them in repair 
after some traveling steam-pipe protector has 
persuaded the engineer or owner of a steam mill 
into trying his device. By the by, these trav- 
eling agents are nearly always men of skill and 
experience, and the cement coverings they use 
are nearly always good and answer the purpose 
admirably. 

With proper dampers in the smoke-stack to 
stop the cold air from rushing through at night, 
when the mill is shut down, and with a warm, 
close, properly protected fire room, it is not im- 
possible or unusual to keep up the steam in a 
boiler so completely that the engine may be 
started up next morning without firing up, 
twelve to fourteen hours after shutting down 
the night before. A good non-conducting cement 
cover, properly put on the boiler and connec- 
tions, may be considered to be equal to fully 5 
per cent. of the fuel usually consumed, 


This, with proper arrangement for air drafts, 
admitting only enough and not too much cold 
air at a time to consume all the fuel utilizing 
it all for making steam without unduly heating 
up a quantity of cold air that is really not 
needed at all, may be considered the most im 
portant of several great improvements to the 
common silide-valve engine that are much 
needed, and may be easily applied with very 
little expense or trouble, either at first or 
afterward, for repairs or keeping in good order.

THE 
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Holyoke Notes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Hotyogce, Mass., June 14, 1883. 

The Newtons continue to turn out an enor- 
mous quantity of paper at their Chemical Mill, 
the management of which is one of the largest 
business enterprises in the city. The product 
at the present time is froni 15 to 20 tons a day, 
and the machines can turn off 25 tons. This 
large output is marketed at once, and must 
necessarily be, for it would take too much stor- 
ing room to allow much accumulation. The 
concern is making a manilla writing paper now, 
the demand having begun soon after the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company commenced using 
it. The railroad companies are adopting it on 
account of its strength and low price, and its 
use will doubtless affect somewhat the sale of 
the regular white engine-sized writings. The 
bulk of the Chemical Company’s business is 
rough card-board and wrapping paper, the tech- 
nical name of which is manilla, but whose prin- 
cipal ingredient is wood. The Newtons, with 
supreme faith in the future of the paper trade, 
are spending a fortune up at Readsboro, Vt., 
one hundred miles away, in order to be able 
to furnish their Holyoke mill with sufficient 
wood pulp at a smaller cost than it can be made 
here. Thisis one of the boldest and most promis- 
ing enterprises in which Holyoke capital has 
been engaged for a long time. They have gone 
up into a wilderness of woods, spent, or will 
spend $100,000 in building a substantial dam on 
the Deerfield River, and a raceway or canal a 
quarter of a mile long, and are now erecting 
pulp mills and saw mills to reduce the forest into 
one of the best materials for paper ever dis- 
covered. The dam is built in L shape, the entire 
length being 175 feet, while the height is 80 feet, 
the fall being broken half-way in the descent by 
an apron, which carries the water away from the 
dam foundations. This makes the highest wa- 
ter-fall in this region. The pulp mill, a quarter 
of a mile below the dam, is nearly finished, 
though the raceway is not done. Here are two 
wheel-pits, one 40 feet lower than the other, and 
each supplied with three turbines, the water 
being used twice. It is expected that 20 tons of 
pulp will be sent to Holyoke every day, when 
the preparations are completed. A route has 
been surveyed for a railroad to connect with 
the tunnel line, but at first the pulp will have to 
be drawn a few miles by horse-power. 

The Hampshire Paper Company has put ina 
large steam engine to piece out its water-power, 
hoping, however, to have more of the latter 
when the improvements in the shallow canal on 
that side of the river are completed. 

A woman employed in the Winona rag-room 
cut off a toe the other day by stepping on a rag- 
cutting knife. 

Last week’s loss in the Dickinson & Clark 
paper mill has been adjusted at $50. The insu- 
rance companies may be thankful that Mr. 
Clark kept the water out, which the zealous 
firemen wanted to throw in. 

Chester W. Chapin, the New England railroad 
king, who died at his home in Springfield Sun- 
day, helped build the first mill in this country 
where paper was made by machinery. He took 
the contract for the foundation and masonry of 
the Ames Mill in Springfield, and succeeded so 
well that when the mill was burned a few years 
later he was asked to rebuild it. This he had to 
decline, however, on account of other engage- 
ments. Mr. Chapin was the richest man in this 
region, and made his money in the transporta- 
tion business, staging, boating and railroading. 
He was eighty-four years old. 

The Crocker paper mill fire did not prove as | 
serious as at first thought, and the loss has been 
promptly settled by the insurance companies at 
$12,858. The Chemical Paper Company also had 
a little fire last week and gets $500 insurance. 

The Holyokes were defeated at baseball yes- 
terday by the Boston nine, one of the crack pro- 
fessional clubs. The Albion Paper Company 
nine won a game on Saturday from the Waure- | 
gans, 11 to 7. Smith, the best player of the Hol. | 
yoke club, was offered $1,000 for the rest of the 
season to play with the Bostons, but says he pre- 
fers to earn his living working in a paper mill, 
and will play ball for recreation. 

George L. Perry, an engineer in the Water 
Power Company’s office, has invented an auto- 
matic fire alarm, on which he has applied for a 
patent. The apparatus is simple. When the 
heat of the room rises to a certain height, little 
wire points are brought into contact with little 

cups of mercury by the expansion of the mer- 
cury ina thermometric tube evenly balanced 
on a pivot. A circuit is thus closed which rings 
the alarm bell. H.

NorMan WHITE. 


Norman White, an old well-known retired 
paper dealer and manufacturer died, of soften- 
ing of the brain, at New Rochelle, N. Y., on 
Wednesday, at the age of 78 years. He was 
born in Andover, Conn., in 1805. After a short 
business career at Hartford, where he was one 
of the publishers of Webster’s Dictionary, he 
came to New York in 1822. In connection with 
his uncle, the late Elihu White, he entered into 
the book-publishing business on Pearl street, | 
under the firm-name of White, Gallagher & 
White. -This firm was afterward changed to 
N. & J. White, who sold out their book business 
to Robinson, Pratt & Co., who were subse- 
quently succeeded by Pratt, Woodford & Co., 
then Pratt, Oakley & Co,, and the present firm 
Baker, Pratt & Co. In 1835 he formed a part- 
nership with the late J. B. Sheffield, under the 
style of White & Sheffield, and engaged in busi- 
ness as a commission dealer in paper and paper 
makers’ supplies, importing largely manufactur- 
ers’ materials and selling goods on commission. 
The firm’s first location was on Liberty street, but

it afterward removed to 111 Fulton, and then to 
the corner of Beekman and Gold streets. About 
the year 1847 the firm bought the paper mill of 
Henry Barclay, at Saugerties, N. Y., and be- 
gan the manufacture of paper, first making 
book and news, afterward flat caps. In 1855 
the firm-name of White & Sheffield was changed 
to White, Sheffield & Co., J. C. Brautigam 
being taken in as a partner. About a year later, 
in the beginning of 1856, Henry C. Hulbert 
became a member of the firm, which then con- 
sisted of Norman White, J. B. Sheffield, J. C. 
Brautigam and H. C. Hulbert, the firm-name 
being changed to J. B. Sheffield & Co. This 
partnership continued until January 1, 1858, 
when it was dissolved by limitation, H. C. Hul- 
bert withdrawing, and in March of that year 
forming the firm of H. C. & M. Hulbert. Charles 
T. White was admitted to the firm upon the with- 
drawal of Mr. Hulbert and the firm-name was 
changed back to White, Sheffield & Co. Mr. 
White continued in the paper business until 
1869, when he finally retired from it. He was 
also for many years engaged in the type foundry 
-usiness, continuing in that some ten years after 
he withdrew from the paper trade. He first 
engaged in this in 1854, when White & Sheffield 
bought out John T. White’s interest in the type 
foundry which had been established at 63 and 65 
Beekman on the corner of Gold street, under 
the style of White & Co. Two years later, 
about or 1856, Charles T. White and A. D. 
Farmer entered the firm which then became 
Charles T. White & Co. A few years after- 
ward the firm was changed to Farmer Little & 
Co., from which firm Mr. White retired in 1879. 
The paper store of White & Sheffield, on the 
corner of Beekman and Gold streets was the 
first one opened in that line on that street. The 
street was then very narrow, the curb running 
very near to the centre, and it was afterward 
widened to make a business street of it. Mr. White 
was also a member of the firm of Charles T. 
White & Co., manufacturing chemists, of which 
his son is the head. Mr. White wasfor years a 
director in the Mercantile National Bank of this 
city, and for four years its president. He was 
formerly president of the New York Bible Soci- 
ety, and afterward vice-president of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society and the Union Theological 
Seminary. He was the originator of the New 
York Sabbath Society. It was largely owing 
to his advice that the American Bible Society 
moved up town and purchased the property it 
now occupies. Mr. White married, in 1828, 
Mary A. Dodge, sister of the late William E. 
Dodge, by whom he had ten children, and who 
died many years ago. The children who survive 
him are Charles T. White, the Rev. Dr. Erskin 
N. White, pastor of the West Twenty-third 
Street Presbyterian Church ; the wife of the 
Rev. Dr. Matson Meiersmith, of Philadelphia ; 
the wife of Dr. Benjamin Lee, of Philadelphia ; 
Mrs. C. C. Johnson ; Mrs. A. W. Parsons, whose 
husband is a brother of William H. Parsons, 
and Mrs. H. G. Starin, of this city. In 1860 Mr. 
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White married a second time, his wife being 
Anna Barnard, of Albany, who survives him, 
together with her only child, Frederick B. 
White, an architect of this city. Mr. White, 
who had been an invalid for the past two years, 
moved from his residence, No. 286 Lexington 
avenue, last month, to New Rochelle, for his 
health. The funeral took place from the Church 
of the Covenant, Park avenue and Thirty-fifth 
street, at four o’clock yesterday afternoon, and 
was attended by many of his old business 
friends and acquaintances. Among those who 
assisted at the services were the Rev. Dr. Mur- 
ray, of Princeton College, and Professors Shedd 
and Shaff of the Union Theological Seminary. 
The interment was at Greenwood.

of the parties to whom the contract had been 
awarded. Asa bid the Public Printer’s estimate 
was technicallyjdefective, but it appears that the 
law does not contemplate a bid from the Public 
Printer, but an estimate of cost, and he is re- 
quired to furnish the printed blanks whenever it 
appears that his estimate is less than the pro- 
posals made. In this case the awards were re- 
voked and the Postmaster-General has ordered 
that new proposals shall be submitted.

Yet, on the one hand, there was nothing more 
unreasonable and illogical in the position taken 
by the press on this subject ; while on the other, 
the men most outrageously attacked were the 
very ones who, through their pluck, energy, 
brains and capital, made the daily newspaper of 
the day, mechanically speaking, a possibility. 


So I am still hearing from that outburst of 
journalistic fervor, and I would like to get even 
in some way for the loss of my time.

Honor to Whom Honor Is Due. 
CaMDEN, June 12, 1883. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

In November, 1856, I went to Nashville, Tenn., 
to tend machine for W. S. Whiteman. The mill 
was of the simplest construction and well 
adapted for making prints and book papers. 
There were six engines driven by steam, a 72- 
inch Fourdrinier machine, with all of the im- 
provements of that time, and on the back of the 
machine was an improvement very much in ad- 
vance of that time. I had worked with men di 
rect from Pirie’s mill, Aberdeen, Scotland, and 
heard of his improved way of driving, but I 
thought this very much better; it was so sim- 
ple, every particle of complication being done 
away with, and insteadof long, heavy, slow, 
creaking belts, the largest belt on the machine 
was fourinches. [ will give the plan of one 
stack of calenders. We took away the large 
pulley, shaft and couplings on the bottom roll, | 
where the jaw of the coupling was, and put on 
a 36-inch spur-gear, three or four inches face, | 
owing to the size of the machine. That gear was | 
driven with a six-inch pinion, at the bottom of 
the gear on a small shaft, which ran a few 
inches above the floor, and this small shaft was 
driven with a tight and slack 24-inch pulley, 
with 5-inch surface, and by a 24-inch pulley ona 
shaft overhead. The belt running up and down 
at a good speed, was very powerful. I tended 
that machine nearly three years, and often felt 
ashamed, that there, inthe backwoods of Ten- 
nessee, was a mechanical arrangement which | 
threw the best I had heard of or seen in the best 
mills in the Northern States into the shade.

United States, of course, as we are a progressive 
nation, there are many of these publications. 
‘*There’s music in the air.” Many of them have 
gone up—in a balloon—and there’s lots of music 


around. Some are going up and some are go- 


ing down. I don’t want to be personal about 
this thing, but I want to give you my ideas about 
it. A gentleman said to me the other day, 
‘*That musical journal of yours is an elegantly 
printed paper.” ‘I said, ‘‘ I don’t see anything 
in that.” Said he, “I have never in my life 
seen a better printed paper.” Said I, ‘‘ What 
do you mean?” Said he, ‘‘I mean it is beauti- 
fully printed; the typography is excellent.” Said 
I, “Anything else?” Said he, ‘‘ That easel in 
front with that picture on it is beautiful.” Said 


| I, ‘* Anything else ?” Said he, ‘* No.” (Laughter.} 


Said I, ‘‘ That is all due to Howard Lockwood. 
Haven’t you anything to say for me?” ‘ No,” 
said he. ‘You will find the best printed 
papers are always the worst edited. The 
trouble with it is you don’t seem to strike the 
popular vein. You don’t go in to the music 
of the masses. There are some of the most 
magnificent songs that have ever been written 
that you don’t even mention in your paper. 
There is that pathetic song, ‘Father’s pants 
are breaking at the knees.’ There is that beau- 
tiful homily, ‘ Mother’s teeth are plugged with 
zinc.’ [Laughter.] You haven’t said one word 
about that. There is, again, that familiar 
duet, ‘Sister, let me chew your ear.’ Not one 
word in your so-called musical journal of that. 
And for what reason do you leave out that 
pathetic and exquisite little morceau, ‘ Baby’s 
empty, cradle’s gone away? You never can 
expect a circulation of over 250 if you keep on 
like that, and half of those are not going to pay 
up. How are you going to get along in musical 
journalism. Everything is classical.” Said I, 
“*My friend, you don’t know the names of those 
fellows. Why don’t you say something kind 
of Beethoven, Handel, Mozart——” ‘ Well,” 
he interrupted, ‘that is the Mozartless 
thing Iever heard you say.” [(Laughter.]. I 
said, ‘‘I think I know those things better than 
you do. You are too Mendelssohn about these 
things.” [Cries of “‘Oh! oh!”] Said he, 
‘““Haydn’t you better Handel that subject a 
little more carefully.” I told him I would im- 
mediately resign and go into the advertising 
business and let him edit the paper. And from 
that conversation I have derived the following 
philosophical conclusion : That it is much better 
to get up a well-printed musical paper—I don’t 
know how many inches to the pound—and dis- 
tribute it free gratis, for nothing—and never 
send a bill—or pay the one you owe the printer, 
simply giving him your note at four months 
without interest and renew it when it becomes 
due. [Laughter.] 

I am much obliged to you for the compliment 
you pay mein asking me to address you this 
evening. I have not the pleasure of knowing 
all of you, and mamy of you have not the pleas- 
ure of knowing me. Mr. Lockwood knows mea 
little. After a while he will know me much 
better. I know he has some ideas about the 
fature acquaintance between us, and I hope it 
will always be as pleasant as it has been for the 
last six months. [am very glad to have met 
you all, gentlemen, and I am very glad to have 
made arrangements with Mr. Lockwood which, 
so far asl am concerned, have been perfectly 
satisfactory. As far as he is concerned, he has 
got to answer for himself. 

The toast, ‘‘Merchants and Lawyers—(or 
Lawyers and Merchants): One makes and the 
other ‘on the make,’” was responded to by Col. 
Lockwood. 

RESPONSE OF HENRY C. LOCKWOOD. 

Mr. Toastmaster and Gentlemen : I am very 
happy to meet you again, and I think that I 
shall avail myself of this opportunity, at least, 
to find fault with the toastmaster. He said to 
me, as we were coming upstairs to-night, ‘‘I 
may possibly call upon you to respond to a toast, 
but I went to impose at least two conditions, 
first, that you shall not speak longer than five 
minutes and, second, that you shall not tell any 
army stories.” Now, I think that there is a 
little underlying animus in this toast, and if I 
may try to find out the source of it, I think that 
I must look to the other end of the table, for I 
see there a gentleman who was once a member 
of the bar himself. However that may be, I 
have come to the conclusion that the vocation 
of the lawyer is past. I take it that in the fu- 
ture, no matter what complications may occur 
or difficulties take place among the merchant 
class and the manufacturing interests of this 
great country, their troubles will be adjusted 
among themselves. It makes no difference 
whether the manufacturer has a difficulty 
arising out of the manufacture of his com 
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modities, either in that manufacture or in the 
marketing of the product, or the editor a diffi- 
culty in expressing some opinion in relation to 
them, their intention in the future 
settle the difficulty among themselves and 
that, as [ said before, the avocation and vo- 


cation of the lawyer is a matter of bygone days. | 


At any rate, in looking over this territory of the 
city of New York to-night, I am convinced that 
there is a greater interest here to-night upon 
this island of New York in manufacturing and 
in producing and extending by the producers 
and merchants probably than in any other area 
throughout our greatcountry. We see the prac- 
tical results. They are producers. The lawyer 
is a non-producer. He does nothing toward the 
accomplishment of these great results, and, of 
course, I can see no object in continuing the 
lawyer. We see the results of manufacture to 
the merchant—great warehouses, palatial man- 
sions, elegant homes, equipages, and everything 
that pertains to wealth and luxury on every 
side of us. 

So, as near as I can get at it, this toast is about 
right as it is. The manufacturer and the mer- 
chant make all and, therefore, the lawyer has 
nothing to make, although ‘‘on the make.” 
(Laughter. ]

RESPONSE BY CHAS. K. HAMMITT. 
‘Blessed are they that expect nothing, for 


they shall not be disappointed,” and I fear if | 


you expect anything spicy from me this even- 
ing you will be. I scarcely approve of the senti- 
ment as it is written. Ido not regard the pub- 
lisher and advertiser as simply ‘‘ condiments,” 
in business, simply the ‘“‘ spice” of business. A 
condiment, as I understand it, is required to ren- 
der food more palatable ; but the food will nour- 
ish and consequently be food without the condi- 
ment, and business could not exist and still be 
business without the publisher and the adver- 
tiser. Pick up the newspaper of any town or 
small city and study its advertising columns. 
The extent of its advertising patronage is an 
infallible test of the enterprise of the town 
and the advertisements an index to the 
enterprise of the merchants of the place. Go 
farther. Visit the town, investigate the 
improvements that have been made for 
the general good. Ascertain at whose sugges- 
tion these improvements have been made and 
who have shouldered and carried through the 
work, and you will find that those to whose 
energies the most is due are in their business re- 
lations advertisers. Leave the smaller cities, go 
into our own and visit the mercantile exchanges 
and boards of trade, select the men who lead in 
great enterprises, those who hold broad views 
not only regarding their own business but in all 
that concerns the general good; study their 
business history and you will learn that the 
foundation, at least, of their trade was built up 
by advertising. Study the character and history 
of the men who have given their capital, brains 
and influence to opening canals, building 
bridges, laying railroads, stretching telegraph 
and telephone wires, sending mammoth vessels 
to ply between the ports of different countries 
and in their individual relations you will find 
them advertisers. 

Are these only ‘“‘condiments” in business ? 
Investigate the wonderful achievements of the 
past century. Study the course of the news- 
paper press toward them. Weigh the influence 
of the newspaper in inspiring confidence in the 
community. Think of the gigantic undertakings 
of the newspapers in the collection of news, in 
the exploring of undiscovered portions of the 
world, in ascertaining the effects of the atmos- 
pheric changes and calculating at what time we 
may expect storms on particular continents. 
Consider the vast amount of work that has been 
done in gathering and classifying industrial 
and commercial information and presenting it 
to the business world in a concise and useful 
manner, and weigh the influence of all those on 
commerce in general, and remember that this 
workis done under the direction of publishers, 
and, tell me, are they only ‘ condiments” in 
business? No, no. If there is life in business— 
and who will question the life of the busy 
thoroughfares of the metropolis #—then let us 
place publishers and advertisers where they be- 


long—the very vitality of business. [Applause.]
